RKMARKS 

In response to the Advisory Action dated September 24. 2002. Applicants file the above 
mentioned amendments and following remarks. Claims 1-12. 29-36. 38-49 and 64-65 and 67- 7 0 
are active in this application, of which claims 1, 29. 34. 3S. 46 and 64 are independent. By this 
amendment, claims 31, 3"\ 4"". 69 and "l-SO have been cancelled and claims 29. 32. 46. 4S and 
64 have been amended. 

The final Office Action indicated that claims 1-12. 34 and 3N-45 are allowed, and claims 
31-33. 4^-49 and 690} are allowable but objected to for being dependent from the rejected base 
claims. 

By this amendment, the subject matter of claim 31 is incorporated in claim 29. Also the 
subject matter of claim 4~ is incorporated in claim 46 and the subject matter of claim 69 is now 
incorporated m claim 64. Therefore, nculv amended claims 29. 46 and 64 are now also 
allowable over the references of record. Likewise, claims 3<>-33 and 35-36 that are dependent 
from claim 29 are now also allowable. Also, claims 4S-49 that are dependent from claim 46 are 
now allow able. In the same context, claims 6>. 6"-6S and ~n that are dependent from claim 64 
arc also allow able. 

All other rejections and objections arc now moot, because claims other than allow ed or 
made allowable b\ this amendment are cancelled m this amendment. 
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Accordingly, the Hxaminer is respectful]} requested to withdraw all the outstanding 
rejections and objections overclaims 1-12. 29-30. 32-36. 38-46. 4S-49. 64-65. 6 7 -6S and 70 be 
withdrawn, and pass those claims to allowance. 

CONCLUSION 

All of the stated grounds of objection and rejection have been properly trav ersed, 
accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the Hxaminer 
reconsider all presently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be withdrawn.
